We determine the exact date of tlie 


entering of Columbus into the service of 
Spain lo be January ".nth, US(>. In 
Spain the Christopher Colombo of Genoa 
chose to call himself Cristoval Colon, 
merely to make his descendants distinct 
of name from their rcino'd kin. He

It was in the autumn of 1-1S7, at Cor- 


dova., that Columbus fell into such an 
intimacy as spousehood only can sanc- 
tion with a person of good condition as 
to birth but poor in the world's goods. 
Whether this relation with Beatrix 
Enriiiuex had the sanction of tlie Church 
or not has been a subject of much in- 
quiry and opinion. The testamentary 
behest and acknowledgment, in con- 
nection with other manifestation, and 
the absence of proof to tbe contrary, hits 
caused the belief to be general among 
his biographers, early and late, that the 
fruit of this intimacy, Ferdinand Colmn- 
lius^was iuLiiti-iyiiiiiiiiji.Q.olm|,J-u,fJ- 


Abotit this time Columbus is supposed 


to have despatched his brother Barthol- 
omew to England to disclose his pros- 
pects to Henry VII. 
It is a common 


story that Henry finally brought himself 
to accede to the importunities of Bar- 
tholomew, but only at a late day, ami 
after Christopher had effected his con- 
quest of the Spanish Court. Columbus 
himself is credited with saying thai 
Henry actually wrote him a letter of 
acceptance. This epistle, if sent, was 
very likely a fruition of the new impulse 
to oceanic discovery which the presence, 
a little later, of the Venetian Cabots, 
was making current among the English 
sailors; for John Cabot and his sons, 
-one of which, Sebastian, being at that 
time a youth of sixteen, had, according 
to the best testimony, established them- 
selves in a home in Bristol, not far from 
1490. 


Some authorities make the statement 


fliat Columbus had, iu 1484, laid his pro- 
ject before the government of Genoa by 
letter, and that he also went to reinforce 
it iu person. That power was sorely 
pressed with misfortunes at this time, 
•and is said to have declined to entertain 
his proposals. Eagerness to fill the gups 
in his itinerary has sometimes induced 
tlie supposition that Columtms made an 
equally unsuccessful offer to Venice. 


It was believed by Irving that Colum- 


bus was invited by the King of Portugal 
to return to that country, in a letter

A common iiiistake iimde iu cooking 


dried fruits, which Jias rtiidfred them 
justly unpopular, is to soak them a few 
hours and boil tlif m up rapiillj- am: con- 
sider them ready for the table when the\ 
are cooled. As u matter of fact tlie 
preparation of dried friiit for the table 
is one of the slowest of processes. The 
fruit should be washed and soaked iu 
clear, cold water for at least twenty- 
four hours. It should then be put on 
the stove in the same water it is soaked 
in and heated very slowly to the boiling 
point. Most fruit should simmer at 
least three or four hours without any 
sugar being added to it. The sugar 
should be added just about twenty 
minutes before the fruit is ready to be 
lafcsn up.
